B urke E vid en tly Got the Best of 
the G reat Dempsey T hrough­ 
o ut the F ig h t. 


¡Special to the H era ld buthe A ssociated P ress, 
S a n 
F r a n c i s c o , November 22.—I t 
was supposed by some th a t the Sullivan- 
R yau glove contest would dwarf the in­ 
terest felt in the Eurke-Dempsey light 
which took plaoe to-night. 
If, how­ 
ever, public interest iu the two contesta 
ia to be measured by th e resnlts, then 
th e Burke-Dempsey affair has proved 
itself a much more interesting and im­ 
portant eveut than was th e great knock­ 
out of Ryan by Sullivan. 
Burke and Dempsey w ere both known 
to be good men and evenly matched. 
D em psty has the reputation of being a 
hard hitler, while at th e same time be 
went into the ring w ith the prestige of 
being the w itner of 
thirty battles. 
Bnrke, on the oth ei band, was said to 
have gained in hittiDg power, to have 
had the advantage of more soientitio 
training, and tu be in better lighting 
condition than his opponent. 
Besides, 
it was well known that botn men m eant 
business, and th at if not stopped by the 
police neither would give way until 
forced to 
Everything, consequently, 
contributed to make the match one of 
the most interesting and beat contested 
ever witnessed in this city. 
As early as 
4:30 o’clock this afternoon Larkin Mreer, 
in front of the Pavilion, was tilled with 
people, each determ ined to get a front 
place th is time, if he never did again. 
By 7 o'clock the crowd bad so iucreased 
in num ber as m ust have brought delight 
to the hearts of those destiutd to snare 
iu the receipts. 
Whcu the main doors 
were throw n opea it took the combiued 
efforts of a squad of the police and door­ 
keepers to keep the crowd from rushing 
in w ithout handing out their money or 
tickets. 
For a few moments U looked as 
If the m atch inside would be preceded 
by a more dangerous cue outside, but 
when tbe crowd saw they would not he 
perm itted to iorce their way iu, they 
good-uuturedly fell back, each one tak ­ 
ing his turn. 
After tho usual preliminary exhibi­ 
tions by local pugilistio celebrities Ed 
McDonald and the M onta -a K id ap­ 
peared in the ring. This event was a 
very spirited one, and was noticeable by 
the evident viciuusness of the contest­ 
ants in their endeavors to prove to the 
audience th eir respective excellencies. 
T he contest ended slightly in favor of 
M cDonald, w ho succeeded in getting in 
some heavy blows, though ge did not 
corns off w ithout considerable punish­ 
m ent himself. 
In tho third round the 
M ontana Kid was kuocked down but 
qu:ckly came to time. 
George Hamill, 
of S t Louis, and Zick Cook, of , Micbi- 
gau, then fought four rounds in nunt 
ordinary style. 
Tue audience took 
little interest in tbe contest. 
Before th- 
round was over the announcem ent was 
m ade 
th at 
after 
this 
event 
B urke 
and Dempsey 
would 
appear. 
“ Parson” Davies, m anager for Burke, 
took much trouble to effect good ar­ 
rangements for a punctual start, which 
was tim ed for 10 o’clock, bat 10:20 ar­ 
rived w ithout auv sign of the “stars.” 
The audieuce, which hoped for better 
things, m anifieled impatience by stamp 
ing, whistles and cat calls. 
A t 10:24 
Burke forced his w ay 
through the 
crowd and jumped through the rop*-s 
into th e ring. 
He was greeted with 
loud applause. 
Quickly following him 
came Jack Dempsey. 
H is appearance 
Jncrea-ed the applause, which cuutiuued 
until both w ere quietly ae tied. 
C ap­ 
tain Hiram Cook, uf this city, was an­ 
nounced as referee. L oad calls for Cook 
followed, but he failed to put in an ap­ 
pearance. 
Cries for Sullivan aud R yau 
then were heard on all sides, bat al 
though they were present they made no 
response. Sever »1 others were requested 
to act as refere°, but th ey all declined. 
A t this moment a load crash was heurd. 
the Hayes street side of the hall near 
Polk street, followed by the breaking in 
of the doors, aud tbe entrunoe of about 
a hundred men who thus suoceeded in 
witnessing the contest free of charge. 
Steve Taylor announced that they 
were ready to take any responsible man 
in the house. 
Yells of “ Paddy R yan,” 
“ Billy 
Joardan,” 
“ Seym our," 
and 
•‘Charlie Rooney," quickly followed. 
These either refused or were not ac­ 
cepted. Taylor then agaiu askt-d for 
silence and said: 
“ W e ore willing 10 
take Snllivan, a square man to every­ 
body,” but Sullivau also stoutly refused. 
A fter much further parleying Frank 
C rockett was mentioned. 
He was dual­ 
ly selected as referee. 
A struggle for 
tim e-keeper 
began, but was dropped 
upon objections to Crockett by Burke. 
T he m atter was tinully settled by 
C rockett being chosen referee for Burke 
and Jack Hailinah for Dempsey. 
As 
soon as time was called at 1:08 r . M. 
both men prom ptly responded. 
No 
sooner did they come together than 
Dempsey let oat his left and reached 
Burke in the small ribs. Both men then 
becaqie wary. 
Bnrke then lead aud 
reached Dempsey a sm art blow on the 
chest. 
Dempsey got a left hander in on 
Burke, who later repaid him iu tbe 
same atyle. 
Caution on both sides w as 
then notioe&ble. 
In the latter part of 
the round fighting occurred which re ­ 
sulted slightly iu favor of Burke. 
A 
clinch followed and after some more 
sparriug time for the tlrat round was 
called. 
Second round—T he men came to the 
scratch prom ptly, sparring cautiously 
for an opening, Dempsey leading with 
his left twice on Burke’s stomach. 
The 
m en clinched but broke away, Dempsey 
landing a heavy right hander ou Burke’s 
wind. 
Burke got in two right handers 
on Dempsey’s month. 
Burke forcing 
th e light w ith a terrific left hander on 
Dempsey’s neck and following it with 
anotber on Dempsey’s ribs. 
Third round—Dempsey led with his 
left for B urke’s body. 
Some rapid ex­ 
changes 
followed. 
Tbe 
round was 
m arked byquiok exchanges. 
Fouith round—Demp*ey led off with 
bis left on Burke’s stomach, each scoring 
« like blow, 
Burke following it up 
w ith a heavy right hander on Dempsey’s 
neck aud Dempsey next led w ith left; 
reaching Burke’s wiud. 
Dempsey was 
forced against the ropes and slipped but 
B urke’s rig h t bander was too high. 
He 
n ex t took Dempsey on tho throat aud 
maintained the aggressive throughout 
the round. 
Dempsey was more oareful 
and cautious.

Burke oouutered 
w ith 
effect twice, 
which cuusitii Dempsey only to give a 
wicked smile. 
Borne iu-lighting aud 
more exchanges ended the round. 
Sixth Round—Opened with Burke de- 
cnUdly fresh, Dempsey a trifle worriad 
and 
apparently 
somewhat 
winded. 
Burke landed another heavy 
right­ 
hander on Dempsey’s head, followed 
closely by an upper cut with bis left, 
Dempsey landing a straight left-hander 
on Bnike’s mouth 
Dempaey again got 
in a right-hander ou Burke’s bellows, 
Burke several times making pretty stops 
and landing his right heavily on Dorn*.' 
sey’a jaw. 
Seventh Round—Both men appeared 
to bo weakened from their efforts, and 
tbe first part of the round was sparring 
for wind. 
Dempsey again bit Burke a 
light body blow. 
Burke then began to 
force the fighting and succeeded in get­ 
ting iu two heavy body blows. 
Eighth Rouud—Both meu were in 
good order, Depmsey leading short aod 
being soon after countered by Burke. 
Dempsey again led and was met by 
Burke w ith a heavy right-hander on the 
throat. 
Burke from this point forced 
tbe fighting. 
N inth round—Bnrke got in one on 
Dempsey'a nose, but honors seemed des­ 
tined to be eveu. 
Demp.-ey got back 
w ith a good swinging blow ot his left 
on the side of B irk e e face. 
Towards 
tbe end of the round Burke took the 
offensive, and with credit to himself. 
T he tightiug then became heavy, but too 
close to end decisively. 
T enth 
round—Dempsey led Bhort, 
Burke countering; Dempsoy again led 
short, and was caught w ith auuther 
right-hander on the neck. Some one 
called time, and the men ceased tight- 
iug, but ou being called back Burke hit 
Deinptey a light body blow. 
The men, 
on time beiug called, retired to their 
corners, 
Burke 
taking 
off 
his 
gloves, 
while 
Dempsoy 
remained 
seated. 
Burke 
cried 
out 
that 
tbe m atch was for ten ronnds, and as 
they had been fought the match was 
over. The audience cheered Dempsey 
aud yelltd at Burke, the latter going 
back to bis corner, ami on Cat-lain Doug­ 
lass signified his willinguess to coutiuue 
tho fight, Burke agaiu donued the m it­ 
tens. 
Finally tbe principals’ seconds 
and referees discussed the situation aud 
th e master of ceremonies anuouaced that 
the liceuse called for ten rounds, aud 
that the referees were unable to agree, 
aud therefore the m atoh was called a 
draw. 
Both men, who were eeeu imme­ 
diately after the fight, were apparently 
still fresh and none the worse for th tir

Yar­ 
borough being then under the influence 
of liquor, became furiously angry and 
struck Collier, whereupon Collier re­ 
turned the blow knocking him down. 
Parties then separated them, Yarbor­ 
ough declaring that he would shoot Col­ 
lier. Collier went to a hotel, where be 
ate supper, and from there to his ro >m 
a t the residence of Mr. Bundrum . Short­ 
ly after arriving a t his house a knock was 
heard a t the dining room door.

Collier stepped to tue door and upon 
opening it saw his assailant, who in­ 
stantly raised a revolver and fired upon 
Collier, the bait evidently taking effect 
iu or ueur the heart, killing him almost 
instantly. 
Yarborough is now in jail.

A G o o d D e n i o f T a l k I n d u l g e d In ; 
B u t a sca rcity O* Candidate», 
T he mass couveutiou of tho Prohibi­ 
tion party advertised to nioet a t Judgi 
Brunson’s court room, met last night 
and consisted of tw enty-three prohibi­ 
tionists, two male eortfers, four ladies, 
one policeman aud one small boy who 
gave a copy of the W eekly Censor to all 
those who would accept one. 
E. K. 
Green occupied the chair aud J , T 
H audsaker acted as Secretary. 
W ill D. 
Gould read a set of resolutions stating 
that prohibition was the only remedy 
for the great crime of the uge—the drink 
traffic, and its brood of evils, tobacco, 
gambling and houses of infamy. 
The 
sixth and lost resolution was as follows: 
Resolved, I h a t we pledge cur uoni- 
□ees, if elected, to reduos taxation fa 
this city one-half' a nd a t the same tinp 
greatly improve every departm ent of the 
city government, and help m ake this 
city in every way w orthy uf u patriotic 
and Christian people. 
The last resolution was opposed by 
severul prohibitionists anJ w.a finally 
amended to exclude tbe words “ one- 
half.” 
T be business of nom inating city offi­ 
cers was then proceeded with and one 
hour was ooD sum ed m ainly iu speeches 
a b o u t the caudidaie tor the Mayoralty, 
A . M. Hough nom iuated Dr. Cooh- 
rabe for Mayor. 
A M r. Davidson ob­ 
jected to the nomination. 
He wanted a 
prohibition Mayor and a man who 
would help the prohibition party in its 
struggle for p o w e r . He nominated Jesse 
Yarn ell, who decliued. The nomination 
of A. M. Hough was seconded by Will 
D. Gould and Jtsse Yarnell. 
In reply 
to Julius Lyon, who doubted the policy 
of noirinatiug 
Dr. Cochrane, A. M. 
H ough said that if there wero to be a 
division in the Republican party tbe re­ 
spectable part of it would come out 
squarely for the candidate of Prohibi­ 
tion. 
Me advocated the making of con­ 
verts, as the party does not command a 
sufficient number of voles to elect any 
one of their uumber. 
If Cochrane, who 
is a prohibitionist a t heart, is elected, 
it will be bruited all over llie S tate that 
tho Prohibitionists of Los Angeles have 
elected the Mayor. 
Dr. .S.ueabaugb, 
President of the City Council, had told 
the speaker iu the afternoon th at if tbe 
Republicans wanted to kick about Coch­ 
rane's nomination by the Prohibition­ 
ists, why—let them kick. So far as the 
speaker knew, he believed th e Doctor 
would accept tho nominatiou of this 
Convention. 
Several speakers followed in opposi­ 
tion to Dr. Cochrane’s nomination, one of 
whom Baid that if he were nominated 
by the Prohibitionists it would surely 
defeat him at the polls. 
Mr. Hough 
finally withdrew Dr. Cochrane’s nomina­ 
tion and the place w ent a beggiug until 
Jnliua Lyon finally nominated H. C. 
W itmer. 
After a little kicking the 
nominatiou was m ade unanim ous.

The old-time editor of the H e r a l d ,

resigned his post some time ago he 


has learned a great deal about South­ 


ern California—and other things. 


S a n D i e * * . 
All portions of Southern California 
have of late shown rem arkable signs 
o f growth, and during the past year 
n o place has surpassed San Diego in 
th e rapidity with which she is being 
converted into a comely city. A re­ 
cen t visit made to the place by the 
editor of the H e r a l d gave food for 
m uch thought. The claim is made 
th a t the city now contains nine thou­ 
sand souls, and that nearly half of 
this growth is referable to the past 
year. While, in the absence oí a cen­ 
aos, it is impossible to get exact de­ 
tails, there can be no question of the 
wonderful progress which has been 
made and which is making in our 
southern sister. 
The hills back of 
the business quarter of the city have 
been crowned with elegant villas, 
while 
the 
main 
thoroughfares 
have been ornam ented by business 
blocks of a durable and expensive 
character. Many of these iast would 
be in place in any city on the Ameri­ 
can continent. 
A striking feature to 
the casual visitor is the large number 
of costly buildings which are now in 
course of erection. 
Passage through 
the heart of the city is impeded at 
every stage by immense heaps of 
bricks, mortar and other building 
m aterials. 
The people of San Diego must cer­ 
tainly be complimented on the splen­ 
d id energy and perseverance they 
have shown in the past, and they are 
about to demonstrate their continued 
possession of these capital qualities 
by going out some miles towards the 
headwaters of the San Diego river 
and bringing 
from 
thence, in a 
mighty flume, an am ple supply of 
fresh and wholesome 
water. The 
project is said to involve the disburse­ 
m ent of $500,000, but the money will 
undoubtedly be forthcoming. 
The 
execution of this sagacious scheme 
will adm it of the irrigation of large 
aections of rich soil whose only draw ­ 
back in the paBt has been the ab­ 
sence of water. 
No more striking instance of the 
way San Diegans go at things could 
be given than the Coronado beach 
project. 
A lot of capitalists lately 
got together, purchased the Peninsula 
and at once started to erect wharves 
and other facilities for the transporta­ 
tion of passengers to and from the 
m ain land. They not only did that, 
but they also proceeded to chop 
dow n the cbapparal, to make excel­ 
lent roads, to build a good railway 
upon which dummy engines are em ­ 
ployed to transport visitors, and to 
p lan t trees and flowers. The result 
Is th a t they have transformed this 
before barren looking spot into a 
thing which gives positive promise 
of being very beautiful. The beach 
Itself affords excellent bathing, com­ 
m ands exquisite views and cannot 
fail to be a great resort. The m o d u s 


o p t ra n d i 
of 
these 
gentlemen— 
call 
them 
speculators 
if 
you 
will—is 
especially 
to 
be 
com­ 
mended. They did not put a lot on 
the market until they had expended 
enorm ous sums in building wharves, 
ltreet-car 
lines, ferryboats, roads, 
bathing-house», and so on to the end 
of the chapter. 
The result was to 
have been expected. The first formal 
auction sale was a prodigious success, 
the lots ranging from $450 up to, in 
some extreme cases, $1600 and $1700, 
and the proceeds were alm ost suffi­ 
cient to reimburse these enterprising 
capitalists for their total outlay. 
Such is the San Diego of to-day. 
She has shaken off the lethargy of 
years and stands in the forefront of 
the enterprising, progressive and suc­ 
cessful cities of California. 
Her in­ 
telligent citizens see the necessity for 
developing her latent resources and 
they are determ ined to do it. They 
have entire faith in the outcome of their 
city, and it is fully justified by the 
facts of the past and the probabilities 
of the future. Angelenos m ight prof­ 
itably go down there and learn the 
lesson of the indom itable courage and 
self-help which have lifted ban Diego 
from the Slough of Despond and put 
h e r on the pleasant uplands of pros­ 
perity. Our neighbors have only one 
thing to learn, and th at is to realize 


that all portions of Southern Califor 
nia are being draw n towards each 
other by a common bond of localit} 
and interest. They have one thing 
to forget, and th a t is their absurd no­ 
tion that any one in this city would 
seek to obstruct their prosperity and 
advancement. 
San Diego can make 
no step forward in which Los Ange­ 
les will not cordially wish her God­ 
speed.

I ,o n A n g e l e n a « 
in H i l a r y H e a d ­ 
q u a r t e r * . 
It is generally understood in well 
informed circles that the headquar­ 
ters of the Military Department of 
Arizona are about to be removed 
from Fort W hipple, at Prescott, and 
the only question which seems to re­ 
main is as to where they shall bo lo­ 
cated. Many considerations of con­ 
venience point out this city as the 
proper place for these headquarters, 
and it is said th a t the choice vacillates 
between Los Angeles and Albuquer­ 
que. It is to be hoped that our 
people will neglect no opportunity to 
impress upon 
the 
authorities 
at 
Washington the desirability of se­ 
lecting the metropolis of Southern 
California for this honor. There are 
many things of a pleasant character 
attaching to the presence in any place 
of army headquarters, and we may as 
well enum erate a few of them . In 
the first place the staff officers who 
would at all limes be located in Los 
Angeles would themBeives disburse 
thirty-five or forty thousand dollars a 
year. Nearly as large a sum would 
be paid out in rent for the accommo 
dation of the various departments 
and troops. It should be borne in 
mind that the D epartm ent of Arizona 
embraces one-fifth of the active army 
of the United States. If the head­ 
quarters were located here all the 
supplies for the vast territory' stretch­ 
ing East to the Indian Territory and 
to the Texas line would be purchased 
here. 
The disbursem ents of 
the 
Quartermaster, 
Commissariat and 
other departm ents would in all likeli 
hood run up to $300,000 or $400,000 a 
month. Large sums of government 
money would be kept in the several 
banks which have been designated as 
United States Depositories. 
There 
would be, besides, the quite gratify­ 
ing social feature of the addition to 
our population of a cultivated and 
highly eligible class of people. 
The advantages of Los Angeles 
over Albuquerque are apparent at a 
glance. Southern California produces 
in abundance all that the military 
service needs. 
Our facilities for 
cheap and speedy transportation are 
not surpassed anywhere. 
There is 
every reason to believe that if these 
facts are presented to the War De­ 
partm ent by the Cham ber of Com­ 
merce and by the representatives of 
California in the Senate and House 
they will have great weight. The 
change of Arizona headquarters would 
in no sense trench upon Gen. TTow- 
ard’s D epartm ent or prerogatives, 
and it is understood that he would be 
apt to favor rather than oppose the 
change. That it will be made either 
in the direction of the East or West 
is almost certain. 
Let the gallant 
blue coats come to Los Angeles.
